President  Williamson  has  served  as  the  heart  of  this  campus,  and  although  the 
Westminster  community  will  feel  his  absence,  yet  another  strong,  able  heart  will  replace 
him,  assuming  the  responsibility  of  retaining  the  vibrant  life  of  the  college.  No  matter  the 
circumstances,  the  well-being  of  our  campus  is  impenetrable.  Because  of  every  student, 
faculty  member,  and  staff  member,  the  pulse  of  Westminster  will  resonate  in  us  forever, 
not  just  allowing  our  bodies  to  function,  but  allowing  our  education  to  advance,  our  lives  to

Every  four  years,  the  Westminster 
Mock  Convention  is  held  for  the  party  out  of  power;  ni  this  case,  the  Democratic  Party.  The  Convention  is  an 
opportunity  for  students  to  voice  their  poHtical  opinions  and  to  participate  in  a  true  democracy,  where  every 
vote  truly  does  make  a  difference.

For  its  fall  production,  Theatre  Westminster  had  the 
unenviable  task  of  making  a  play  that  is  more  than  400 
years  old  accessible  and,  more  importantly,  entertaining 
to  a  modern  audience.  William  Shakespeare's  classic, 
A  Midsummer  Nigtif's  Dream,  was  cut  down  to  fit  into  an 
hour  and  a  half,  while  retaining  the  charm  and  beauty  of 
the  original.  In  this  version,  the  concept  is  that  a  circus  has 
been  brought  to  Athens  to  celebrate  the  marriage  of  the 
Duke  Theseus  and  his  wife  Hippolyta.  The  fairies  of  the 
forest  are  acrobats,  led  by  King  Oberon,  the  ringmaster, 
and  Queen  Titonio,  the  lead  acrobat.  The  storyline  of  the  . 
comedy  remains  the  same,  with  a  group  of  four  young 
lovers  and  an  acting  troupe  separately  being  influenced  by 
the  machinations  of  Oberon  and  his  servant  Puck. 

The  conceit  of  the  circus  was  the  idea  of  the  play's  director. 
Assistant  Professor  of  Theater,  Dr.  Scott  Mackenzie.  The 
actors  were  supportive  of  Mackenzie's  vision.
